work. Nonetheless, 
this year (my second 


as satellite band 

captain) we were blessed with good 
equipment, including beautiful VHF 
and UHF CP yagis provided by our 
hard—working field day chairman, 
Steve WU3I. Steve recently 
purchased them used at the BRATS 
Timonium hamfest, and soon 
they’ll be mounted on the roof of 
his home, and we’ll be seeing Steve 
active on the birds. 


For our first pass, FO—20 on orbit 
57965 at 2120 UTC, we stationed 
Gwen NG3P outside the satellite 
station tent wearing headphones on 
a long cable, so she could hear the 
effects of her armstrong rotoring on 
downlink signal over the noise of 
the generators. I crewed the 
tracking computer and radio inside 
the tent, and Gwen kept one earcup 
lifted to hear my shouts of AZ/EL 
tracking data ("141, up 28!"). 


It wasn’t too long before FO—20 
lifted above the treeline and we got 


a strong signal from VEIFO; when 
he finished his QSO, I swooped my 
signal down into his and got a 
response to my first call as soon as I 
was properly on his frequency...his 
exchange was recived at 2A 
Maritime (which we initially took to 
mean maritime mobile and were 
duly impressed, until someone 
pointed out that VE1 was in the 
Maritime Provinces). 


With the QSO complete, the entire 
camp knew we’d hit ARRL 100 
point paydirt by Gwen’s warwhoop 
cry of success. 


First pass, first call, contact made. 
Not too shabby, and some 
compensation for hours of rain— 
soaked frustration last year. 


Later, on Sunday, Steve K3PHL 
came by the satellite tent with a tale 
to tell. He’d been operating our 15- 
meter station and heard a station 


frantically calling a 1x1 special— 
event call...drifting quite a bit in 
frequency. So Steve gave him a 
call, logged the exchange, and only 
at the end of the QSO did the other 
station thank him profusely for 
being their first Field Day satellite 
contact....apparently he’d heard 
their 15m downlink, and they heard 
him come back directly on 15m and 
thought he was working through the 
bird too. So should the other station 
get 50 ARRL FD points for half a 
satellite QSO? 


Again this year, the satellite station 
was able to provide an APRS 
demonstration and service 2m 
packet message traffic when not in 
use for satellite work. The 400 
bonus points we were able to 
contribute made the effort of 
lugging the gear and setting up the 
station worthwhile.

AMSAT-OSCAR 7 


returns to life 
(from ARRL ARLS0O06) 


The AMSAT-OSCAR 7 satellite 
suddenly has come back to life after 
being dormant for more than 20 
years. First heard June 21 by Pat 
Gowan, G3IOR, AO-7 
subsequently has been monitored 
and used by several other amateurs. 
AO-7 was launched November 15, 
1974. It remained operational for 
more than six years before 
succumbing to battery failure in 
1981. 


*’T’m blown away,”’ was the 
reaction of AO—7 Project Manager 
Jan King, W3GEY. ’’So, this old 
war horse of a spacecraft seems to 
have comeback from the dead if 
only for a few moments.”’ 


Exclaimed satellite enthusiast and 
AMSAT Vice President for 
UserServices Bruce Paige, KK5DO, 
This is really awesome.’’ Paige 
said the latest turn of events makes 
AO-7 is the oldest amateur satellite 
that’s still working. AMSAT-NA 
has now listed AO-7 as’’ semi— 
operational.”’ 


AMSAT says it seems certain the 
satellite is running only off its solar 
panels, not from the onboard 
batteries, so it will be operational 
only while it’s in sunlight. King 
speculates that the batteries, which 


shorted as they failed two decades 
ago, now are’’un-shorting’’ and 
causing the satellite to come back to 
life. 


For those attempting to use AO-7, 
Mode A (2 meters up/10 meters 
down) is not a problem, but Mode B 
(70 cm up/2 meters down) is. 
Because of changes in the 
international Radio Regulations that 
went into effect in the 1970s as 
AO-7 was under construction, the 
432.1MHz uplink frequency is no 
longer authorized for space 
communications. 


AMSAT advises potential users that 
when uplinking to a satellite,they 
are operating in the Amateur— 
Satellite Service. AMSAT says 
uplinking to AO-7 ’’is possibly 
illegal since the Amateur Satellite 
Service is not permitted at 432.1 
MHz.’’ The current band plan 
earmarks the 432.1 MHz range for 
weak signal work. Section 
97.207(c) of the FCC’s rules 
authorizes space station operation 
only in the 435-438 MHz segment. 


Built by a multinational team under 
the direction of AMSAT-—NA, AO-— 
7 carries Mode A (145.850—950 
MHz uplink; 29.400-500 MHz 
downlink) and Mode B (432.180-— 
120 MHz uplink; 145.920—980 
MHz downlink) linear transponders 
plus beacons on 29.500 and 145.700 
MHz. A 2304.1 MHz beacon was 
never turned on because of 
international treaty constraints.

Chester County 
Ares/Races Provides 
Communications for 
Bike Tour 


The Cancer Center at Chester Co 
Hospital ran their annual Challenge 
for Cancer Scenic Bike Tour on 
Sunday May 19th. Several looped 
courses were provided for riders of 
various levels and skills; 5—mile / 
10—mile / 25—mile / and 50—mile 
tours. Chester County 
ARES/RACES provided 
communications support for the 25— 
and 50—mile events. 


Three weeks before the event, we 
are asked to provide operators to 
help cover the course, and to 
provide communications support. 
Other volunteers had previously 
been employed using cellphones 
and FRS radios. While these tools 
had proven valuable for the short 
courses, they were unsuitable for 
the longer tours. The FRS radios 
lacked the range. And the 
cellphones had only one number to 
call in order to pass information; as 
course length increased, the number 
of cell users increased. This created 
a log—jam at the event control 
cellphone. 


Curt Lambert, W3HQ, had met 
some of the organizers through his 
work at the hospital, and he got the 
ball rolling. Curt explained that ham 
radio could cover the entire course, 
and that the local chapter had 
considerable experience providing 
comm support to March of Dimes 


walks, and other similar events. 


We geared up quickly, and 
marshalled the volunteers. Bill, 
N3LRA, and Lor, W3QA, did an 
RF survey of the course (lots of 
deep valleys and ravines along the 
Brandywine Creek part of the 
course; stretched over about 20 
miles end—to—end). We solicited 
dual—band "loaner" rigs and mag 
mounts for those with HT-only 
shacks; and we decided to give 
NVIS a try. 


In three weeks time, we lined up 15 
operators, and had a presentation by 
the Bike Event coordinator at our 
May Tech Rally at the EOC. 
Several pieces of "loaner" gear were 
secured. NVIS gear was deployed. 
The weather was beautiful, and the 
CCAR crew performed splendidly. 


Four operators were mobile in the 
bike event (support and sweep) 
vehicles, one operator was aboard 
the ambulance, and the rest of us 
were spread around the course at 
checkpoints and rest stops. Four 
stations (KE3HG Rich, W3QA Lor, 
W3WA Jim, and N3LRA Bill) 
operated NVIS on 75 and 40 
meters. Our experience with local 
walk, bike and canoe events meant 
that we could provide 
knowledgeable and experienced 
personnel. 


The event ran smoothly. NVIS 
(Near Vertical Incidence Skywave) 
operations were quite interesting. 
Early morning attempts to use 40m 
fone proved to be ineffective. We 
then moved to 75 meters. As the 
sun climbed in the sky, and the 
MUF increased, we returned to 40 
with much better results. Firm 
analyses were hard to draw from 
our experience owing to the many 


different antenna types in use, and 
to the multi—band, multi-mode 
operations to support the bike event. 
Communications were confirmed as 
skywave by QSB on most of the 
signals; varying between S—5 and 
S-9, and dynamically rippling with 
the convolutions in the ionosphere. 
Only two stations were 
predominantly groundwave; their 
locations being approximately three 
miles distant. It was generally 
agreed that further experimentation 
was watranted in regard to NVIS 
for local area HF coverage. 


The event honchos were extremely 
complimentary as they wrapped up 
from the event. They specifically 
mentioned their ability to follow 
events in "real-time"; to pass traffic 
between the event HQ and the 
coordinator as he circled the course, 
to hear the calls for bike and rider 
pick-ups; and the tracking of the 
last stragglers to inform the sweep 
vehicles.

PL Tone to be required 
for all coordinated 
repeaters in ARCC 


Area Repeater Coordination 
Council of EPA/SNJ Inc. The 
following information comes from 
the ARCC News for June 2002. 


"In recent years many coordination 
councils have adopted "mandatory 
PL" policies, requiring all repeaters 
to utilize PL on their receivers. 
ARCC has been considering 
enacting a similar policy. This was 
discussed again at the most recent 
ARCC Executive Board Meeting. A 
motion was made and seconded, 
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and passed unanimously that 
requires that: 


1. All new coordinated operations 
will require a means of access 
control on the receiver which shall 
be used at all times. 


2. All modifications to existing 
coordinations that currently do not 
have a means of access control will 
require such access control be 
added as a condition to the approval 
of the modification. 


3. All repeater and auxiliary links 
that are currently coordinated for 
carrier squelch access must 
coordinate a means of access 
control within the next three years 
in order to maintain coordination." 


The ARCC goes on to remind 
everyone that "CTCSS" does not 
indicate a "closed repeater" system 
and that since it has been about 
twenty years since CTCSS capable 
radios were introduced into the 
Amateur Radio market the 
percentage of radios being used 
today that are not CTCSS capable is 
very small. The use of DTMF may 
greatly lessen any problems in this 
area. Some helpful suggestions that 
ARCC include are that CTCCS on 
multiple Amateur repeaters within a 
given municipal area may want to 
use the same CTCSS. Also, the 
ARCC requires that a repeater not 
utilize the same CTCSS tone as any 
other co-channel or adjacent— 
channel repeaters on record in order 
to minimize interference from 
distant repeaters’ users. Anyone 
needing additional information 
should contact the ARCC at P.O.
